One point that can be made about the 
Russian wheat deal is that the Sov iet ne­ 
gotiators turned out to be better Yank ee 
traders than their American opposites. 
Not only did they buy the grain at a low 
price under heav y American subsidy, 
but they apparently work ed out a good 
deal on transport costs as well. 
Although U.S. 
negotiators thought 
they had struck a good bargain on 
transport costs inv olv ing the 16 million 
tons to be transported on American 
ships, a shift in these costs as a result 
of the grain deal has turned the bargain 
around. At this point it is the Russians 
who will benefit. 


What seems to hav e happened is the 
Russians agreed to an American de­ 
mand that they pay about $8.05 a ton for 
ocean transportation — at a time when 
the going rate was $6.50 a ton. Howev er, 
because of the shipping which will be 
tied up in this mammoth transaction, 
industry costs hav e since risen to more 
than $9 a ton, and some estimates are 
that world prices will reach $10 a ton. 
As one shipping official commented: 
“ It look s as though the Russians are 
going to bat two-for-two in this grain 
deal.” It also appears American trade 
negotiators could use some refresher 
courses. 


Ignorant On Health 


Many Americans still believ e in q uack 
remedies and self diagnosis and tak e 
unprescribed drugs for long periods al­ 
though the labels contain cautions to 
see a doctor in a few days. 
Less than one-half of those who an­ 
swered a poll by the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration agreed that cures 
judged worthless should be outlawed. 
There is much more, touching on the 
^most serious ailments. 
But if the F’DA report seems doleful, 
. there is also reason for hope in its sta- 


tistical findings. They show the public 
woefully ignorant in medical and health 
matters. 
But they also show there has been 
much progress in informing people in 
this field. Can anyone say what the fig­ 
ures would hav e shown in a similar 
study before World War I? Or before 
World War II? 
A great deal remains to be done be­ 
fore America can be termed well in­ 
formed on health. But progress is being 
made and there must be no letup.

One point that can be m ade about the 
Russian w heat deal is that the Soviet n e ­ 
gotiators turned out to be better Yankee 
traders than their Am erican opposites. 
Not only did they buy the grain at a low 
price under heavy Am erican subsidy, 
but they apparently worked out a good 
deal on transport costs as well. 
Although 
U.S. 
negotiators 
thought 
they 
had struck a good bargain on 
transport costs involving the 16 million 
tons to he transported on Am erican 
ships, a shift in these costs as a result 
of the grain deal has turned the bargain 
around. At this point it is the Russians 
who will benefit. 


What seem s to have happened is the 
Russians agreed to an A m erican de­ 
mand that they pay about $8.05 a ton tor 
ocean transportation — at a time when 
the going rate w as $6.50 a ton. However, 
because of the shipping which will be 
tied up in this m am m oth transaction, 
industry costs have since risen to m ore 
than $0 a ton, and som e estim ates are 
that world prices will reach $10 a ton. 
As one shipping official com m ented: 
“ It looks as though the Russians are 
going to bat two-for-two in this grain 
deal.” It also appears Am erican trade 
negotiators could use som e refresher 
courses.

M any Am ericans still believe in quack 
rem edies and self diagnosis and take 
unprescribed drugs for long periods al­ 
though the labels contain cautions to 
see a doctor in a few days. 
L ess than one-half of those who an­ 
swered a poll by the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration agreed that cures 
judged worthless should be outlawed. 
There is much more, touching on the 
m ost serious ailm ents. 
But if the FOA report seem s doleful,

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W ho Really Pays Property Tax

In trying to determine which 
of the various plans to reform 
the property tax 
is best for 
your poeketbook, you enter 
a 
thicket of problems on which 
many economists disagree or 
are undecided. 
But in this election year it 
will be hard to avoid hearing 
some 
campaigner 
condemn 
“ the 
regressive 
property ta x” 
and some real efforts likely will 
be made to change or eliminate 
part of it. 
It may strike some people as 
folly to change tax policy when 
experts cannot agree on the im­ 
pact of those changes. But it is 
not uncommon in this country, 
and others, for social and eco­ 
nomic public policy that will a f­ 
fect generations to be made on 
the basis of the best possible 
guess 
of 
the 
effect- 
even 
though 
there 
may 
not 
be 
enough evidence to be certain 
or the evidence may be con­ 
tradictory. 
For 
example, 
in 
education 
this country has tried several 
policies, that might better have 
been 
called 
theories, to 
im ­ 
prove the education

advantaged 
children.

tax on their buildings on to you 
in the form of higher rent or 
prices? 
The 
answer will 
determine 
whether the property tax can 
he called progressive or regres­ 
sive 
The argument goes right 
to your wallet. 
A study by the Brookings In­ 
stitution shows that this is par­ 
ticularly crucial for Americans 
who make between the national 
median income of $10,000 and 
$15,000. For these people, if the 
tax is regressive, 1hen a plan 
being studied by President Nix­ 
on to replace school property 
taxes 
with 
a 
federal 
value- 
added tax, essentially a nation­ 
al sales tax passed on to the 
consumer, would mean a tax 
reduction. But if the tax is pro 
gressive then the plan under 
study by Nixon would mean a 
tax increase 
The authors of the Brookings 
study, economists Joseph Pech- 
man, now an adviser to Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
candidate 
George 
McGovern, 
add 
Ben­ 
jamin Okner, did not come to a 
conclusion. Instead, they print­ 
ed tables based on both as­ 
sumptions 
Using 30,000 American family 
units they calculated what per­ 
centage the tax took of income, 
including not only the amount 
subject to federal taxes but the 
untaxahle 
portion 
of 
capital 
gains and other deductions. 
Here is what progressive and 
regressive 
mean 
in 
dollar 
terms according to their fig­ 
ures : 
If landlords and businessmen 
do not shift the property taxes 
on 
their 
buildings to others, 
then the tax is progressive from 
middle incomes on up —- in oth­ 
er words, it takes a larger per­ 
centage of income as income 
rises. 
The property tax then takes 
2.6 per cent of the income of 
people 
who 
make 
$10,000 
to 
$15,000: it takes 5.7 per cent of 
the income of people who make 
$25,000 to $50,000: and it takes 
22.4 per cent of the income of 
people who make $100,000 to 
$500,000. 
At the lowest levels it is not 
progressive, taking 7 2 per cent 
of the income of those 
who 
make 
nothing 
through $3,000, 
but this can be explained in 
nart 
bv 
olderl' 
people 
who 
ma^e littlp now 
but over the 
years bought moderate or even 
"'xnensive homes. 
If landlords and businessmen 


shift the property taxes on their 
buildings to renters and con 
Kumers, then the tax is regres­ 
sive 
- in other words, it takes 
it larger percentage of income 
from the lower incomes than 
from the higher incomes 
Those who make nothing to 
$3,000 a year pay 13 per cent of 
income in property taxes; those 
who make $10,000 to $15,000 pay 
4.9 per cent of that in property 
taxes; those who make $25,000 
to $50,000 pay 4.4 por cent, of 
that 
in 
property 
taxes, 
and 
those 
who 
make 
$100,000 to 
$500,000 pay 3.5 per cent of that 
in property taxes. 
If the tax is shifted, or regr­ 
essive. 
what 
is happening is 
that when a landlord or a busi­ 
nessman 
receives 
a 
property 
tax increase he raises the rent 
or the prices he charges in or­ 
der to maintain his profit mar­ 
gin. 
Few 
tenants 
have 
not 
heard of a landlord saying he is 
raising 
the 
rent 
because his 
taxes went up. 
If the tax is progressive, the 
landlord 
or 
businessman 
ab­ 
sorbs a property tax increase 
and tries to cut costs some oth­ 
er way. 
Economist 
Mason 
Gaffney 
thinks that, in general, proper­ 
ty tax increases « are not passed 
on to tenants and customers be­ 
cause, according to the law of 
supply and demand, if the price 
of an item rises, fewer people 
will buy unless the demand also 
increases. Thus, the landlord or 
businessman who raises prices 
simply to reflect a tax increase 
would 
l)e 
left 
with 
unrented 
apartments or unsold goods on 
which he would either have to 
take a loss or bring the price 
back down to rent or sell them. 
Taking the argument a step 
further, Gaffney says that since 
most property is held by a rela­ 
tively small but wealthy per­ 
centage of the population, 
a 
property tax increase which is 
not passed on must take more 
from the rich than from the 
poor 
Citing a number of studies, 
Gaffney estimates that 5 per 
cent of all families in the na 
tion own around 60 per cent of 
\he property. 
Depending on which of these 
arguments seems to describe 
rea lity for you, then 
if you 
make betw’een $10.000 and $15.- 
000 you can tell whether the 
value-added 
tax 
plan 
being 
studied by Nixon for property 
tax relief will raise or lower 
your taxes, by consulting the 
Brookings study. 
Nixon sent a tentative outline 
for a value added tax to the Ad­ 
visory 
Commission 
on 
Inter 
governmental 
Relations 
to 
study.

The other $13 billion would 1»« 
given to states to fund local 
public elementary and secon­ 
dary schools on the condition 
that local property taxes for 
schools be eliminated on resi­ 
dential and nonresidential prop­ 
erty 
According to the 
Brookings 
study, if you make $10,000 the 
value added tax would cost you 
$110. This would replace a rest 
dential property tax for schools 
of $60 if the property tax is pro­ 
gressive or a residential prop­ 
erty tax for schools of $130 if 
the tax is regressive. 
Or to put it another way, un­ 
der the progressive assumption 
the value-added tax would in­ 
crease the total tax bill by $50 
while under the regressive a s­ 
sumption it. would decrease the 
total tax bill by $20. Remember 
these 
are 
national 
averages, 
which include some very low 
property tax areas. 
How or when will economists 
resolve 
this 
argument? 
“ I’m 
not sure I can answer that,” 
says Okner. “ At some point it 
may be possible to empirically 
test it but I’m not sure bow one 


would conduct such a test. It’s 
not the kind of situation whore 
you can run a controlled ex­ 
periment easily 
“ My best guess is that there 
is some part of the property 
tax 
shifted 
and 
som e 
part 
Ixjrne by capital in general but 
I don’t know how much,” Ok­ 
ner says. “ The results may dif­ 
fer from applying or increasing 
a property tax th.'in from re­ 
moving 
or

For instance, I 
doubt my rent would go down if 
my

were cut. 
“ But 
everything 
is

more complicated than it first 
seems. It’s easy to draw dia 
grams and supply and demand 
curves

treatises, but as a professor of 
mine once said at the end of a 
lecture:

And so the debate on the
